• Seed corn must be selected early 
enough so thai it may have.plenty of 
time to dry before cold weather. 


Numerous tests of seed, corn have 


been made. 
Of all tbe thousands of 


samples tested, those thai were taken 
from n house attic, where there was 
a good circulation of air, gave tbe 
highest per cent of germination. Sec- 
ond in per cent of germination was 
seed corn stored In a cellar In -which 
there was a heating plant. 
Cellars 


Without furnaces are usually' damp 
and undesirable for storing. Samples 
of seed corn slored In oat bins, on 
porches, under the eaves of barns anil 
in open sheds have also been fested, 
and they usually gave tests too low 
for the seed lo be of value for plant- 
ing. It Is easily seen lhat seed corn 
kept in an allic or an unused second 
story room can have tbe required oon- 
illlions for drying—namely, good cir- 
culation of air and an even tempera- 
lure above the freezing point
